Nation and Bible 
Closely Related 


Noted Speaker Points to Great 
Documents as Proof 
of Claim. 


California courts have been unfair 
and un-American in discriminating 
against the use of the Bible in the 
public schools of the state, according 
to Dr. Frank Dyer, pastor of one of 
the largest and most influential 
churches of Los Angeles. 

In a debate on 
the proposed con- 
stitutional amend- 
ment to be voted on 
at the November 
election, which will 
permit the reading 
of the Scriptures 
in the schools, Dr. 
Dyer asserted it 
was unfair to the 
children to deny 
them the right to

read the Bible in the schools if they 
so desired. 


“It is a breach of that religious 
freedom guaranteed by the United 
States Constitution to every citizen 
of the nation,” he charged. ‘The 
Bible is closely identified with our 
nation and every child should have 
the right to know what it contains.” 
He cited “the five greatest American 
documents” as proof of his conten- 
tion that religion was not intended 
to be left out of our national affairs. 

Those were the Mayflower compact, 
he Declaration of Independence, Ar- 
ticles of Confederation of 1777, Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg Address and_ the 
First Amendment to the Constitution, 
he said, and pointed out portions of 
them as deeply religious in tone. He 
recited ten other points, such as the 
opening of both houses of Congress 
with prayer, and the use of the 
words, “In God We Trust,” on our 
currency, as evidence that the found- 
ers of this country did not intend to 
discriminate against religion. 

The Appellate Court ruled in 1922 
that the use of the Bible in the 
schools of this state violated a pro- 
vision of the statutes against the 
teaching of any sectarianism public- 
ly. The Supreme Court more recent- 
ly, in 1924, reversed this finding, hold- 
ing that the Bible was not sectarian, 
but permission for its use again in 
the sghools, from which it was swept 
by the Appellate Court ruling, was 
not granted by this decision. 

The Bible amendment would not 
make the reading or study of the Bible 
compulsory among the pupils, Dr. 
Dyer explained, but would. simply 
permit the use of the Scriptures at 
the discretion of teachers and stu- 
dents.
